Ample precautions have been takan by the 
Republican managers to prevent fraudulent 
voting by the Democratic heelers and bum- 
mers today.

Tam- 
many’s revised estimate of whatitcan do is 
disappointing to Croker. : The thirty district 
leaders handed in their reports tonight and 
the footing up showed a possible maximum of 
68.000, with 63,000 as the minimum, Thi», it 
must be remembered, is Tammany's own 
showing, against the claim Croker. has been 
putting out to the country of 75,000. The 
Tammany canvass really goes to show what 
the well-informed politicians have said, 
that Cleveland’s plurality is more likely to go 
under 60,000 than above it. Ex-Chairman 
Calvin S. Brice, atter consultation with his 
associates on the committee . yesterday, and 
after hearing Croker’s preliminary reports, 
told the Democrats that they must not count 


-on more than 53,000 in New York City. This 


curiously agrees with ex-Senator Platt's pri- 
vate expression of opinion to the Republican 
committee that Cleveland's plurality could be 
reduced below the figures of 1888. This is 
not the general opinion, but it reflects the be- 
lief of some keen men that there is going to 
be a big slump in the Democratic majority in 
New York City. 

In contrast with the disappointment in 
Tammany’s estimate for the Democrats was 
the neus received by Chairman Hackett from 
the Republican Chairmen up through the 
country.

Torzxa, Kas., Nov. 7.—|Special.]—Repub- 
licans are confident. Populists are scared and 
rattled. Democrats are distrustful. Straight 
Democrats, those who oppose the Fusion 
party,enjoying the situation, 

This is the way it is in Kansas tonight. The 
Republicans vitually closed their bocks Sat- 
urday night. Today the managers have been 
taking a rest; their manner is that of men 
who are confident beyond question. They ere 
in the hotels smoking and telling stones about 
other campaigns. They bave made this one a 
personal convass. There is not a voter in the 
State who has not been canvassed three 
times, once by the county canvasser, 
once by the precinct canvasser, and once by 
his neighbor, and the three have been com- 
pared at headquarters, so that every man is 
tabulated tonight. The result is that the elec. 
tion of the Republican State ticket iq pro- 
dicted by a majority of from 10,000 to 16,000, 
lowest estimate; the Legislature by a majority 
of no less than 60; the Electoral ticket by not 
less than 10,000. 

The Populiste’ headquarters is a scene of 
confusion. It is a study in politics. A coop 
of frightened chickens is a homely simile, and 
yet that is what the Populists’ headquarters 
resémble.

An Agreement Reached Relative to Deputy 
United States Marshals. 

Monrcomery, Ala., Nov. 7.— The danger of 
a collision between the State and Feder 
authorities in the election tomorrow has 
passed away. A conference was held this 
evening between attorneys representing 
Chairman sheily of the Democratic Cam- 
paign committee and United States Marshal 
Walker. All the authorities and decisions 
bearing on the subject was read carefully and 
a statement on the rights of the deputy mar- 
shals was a upon, based on the decision 
by Judge Hughes in Gillmer’s case from Vir- 
giaia and Judge Brewer’s decision.

Jones, who said 
that he would telegraph to the Sheriff of 
Dallas County, instructing him to do 
everything in power to afford ample 
protection to supervisors in the discharge 
of their duties, v. Jones sent a telegram 
to Attorney-General Miller tonight saying 
there is no wish or purpose on the part of the 
Alabama authorities to hinder the United 
States marshals, deputies, or supervisors, or 
any other election officers of the United States 
in the exercise of any right conferred or duty 
enjoined on them by the laws of the United 
States concernmg the election to be 
held tomorrow. Upon contrary, 
says the Governor, cheerful support will 
be given them to that extent. At 
the same time, it continues, the State authori- 
ties feel bound not to permit the State laws 
and State officers to be set aside cr controlled 
by Federal election officers except to the ex- 
tent and in the manner provided by the stat- 
utes of the United States.

How President Harrison Keeps in Touch 
with His Many Lieutenants, 

Wasutnatox, D. C., Nov. 7.—[{Special.]— 
From his desk in the White House the President 
was today studying the political situation, and 
with the aid of the telegraph instrument in 
the opposite room he watched the four cor- 
ners of the land. Party managers of every 
State are in touch with him and he feels the 
bubbling of the great political caldron. 
Bright and early this morning Mr. Montgom- 
ery came into the telegraph office, which a 
spe cial wire connects with the main office of 
the Western Union Telegraph company end 
gives communication direct between the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion and any city. As special 
wires also run into nearly all of the party 
headquarters the President can stand by the 
instrument and with Mr. Montgomery’s aid 
carry on a conversation with his lieutenants 
in any part of the land. 
~ Every bulletin which will come over the 
wires of the Western Union will repeat itself 
in the White House office, where Mr. Tibbetts 
and the clerks will compute its bearing on the 
result. In addition to these will come specials 
from party managers, who will be in position 
to get the earliest news and will be quick to 
advise the President. 

If the President feels any great amount of 
anxiety he does not show it. He is cool and 
collected and betrays no sign of worry. He 
goes the even tenor of his way, and, while tak- 
ing the keenest interest in the situation, does 
not appear to fear defeat or be unduly elated 
over prospects of victory. In fact, his man- 
ner is consistent with his character—caim, 
patient, and dignified. 

Government department buildings have a 
deserted appearance today. All the able- 
bodied men who have votes in States where 
such votes are likely to count have either 
gone home or will go home today or to- 
morrow. Practically there will be no busi- 
ness done in the executive departments until 
after Tuesday. Matters of routine are being 
attended to, but nothing of importance will 
be taken up. All the leading officials are at 
their homes to cast their votes for Harrison 
and Reid and the class of acting officials is 
largely increased in all the departments. To- 
morrow the ranking officers in the depart- 
ments will be apt to be of rather low grade 
in the official list. Itis said that the exodus 
of voters from the departments is equal to 
anything of the kind that has occurred in the 
past. ck of interest, which was a marked 
feature in the early days of the campaign, 
has given place to an enthusiasm which 
carries the most apathetic officehoider to 
his proper voting place.

All the tin 
horns in town, hoarse and squeaking from 
long service in the campaign, did their last 
ante-election duty for the Republican party 
in Battery D last night.

But in New York Rain Is Promised with 
Other Unpleasant Adjuncts. 

Chicago and the State of Illinois will have 
good, clear, cold weather today—good Repub- 
lican weather—unless all signs Kail. 

Dde brand of weather will be prevalent in 
nearly the whole of the West, including IIli- 
nois, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, lowa, Wis- 
consio, Minnesota, the two Dakotas, and In- 
diana, and Michigan.

New York had high temperature all day yes- 

terday, 62° being the temperature at 7 o’clock 
last night. In the western portion of the 
State, particularly about the lakes, the tem- 
perature was a little less. There 1s a possibil- 
ity of clearing weather in the western portion 
of the State and for a drop in temperature. 
In the Northwest the temperature is low. 
In South Dakota and in portions of Minnesota 
the temperature was only 2° above zero, and 
the indications were for a further fall toa 
point below zero. 

The rain of yesterday morning registered 
.02 of an inch, but by 10 o’clock the rain had 
stopped and there was a sudden drop in tem- 
perature. The thermometer went d wn from 
48° at 7 o’clock to 39° at noon and to 27° at 7 
o’clock. The wind from the southwest was 
strong, registering as high as fifty miles an 
hour. The cold wave flag was hoisted for the 
first time since last winter. The indications 
were for a further drop to 18° to 20° by this 
morning, followed by a gradual rise to 30° or 
35° above zero.

If Mr. MacVeagh were a patriot and an 
honest man, as he now claims to be, he would not 
have waited for sixteen years to give utterance to 
his belief that Mr. Tilden was honestly elected in 
1876. . . The Democratic party has prospered 
without him, and the mess this vainglorious per- 
son has already made will do the Democratic 
party more injury than good. 

Instead of resenting this and telling the Sen- 
ator and his party to go to the father of all 
evil, whence they came, Mr. MacVeagh waited 
eagerly for an opportunity to beg the Senator 
please to forgive him and let him in. Ia his 
speech at the Iroquois club dinner, which he 
took pains to have printed, he said: 

{ did all that was in my power to carry out the 
expressed will of the people when they bad hon- 
estly elected Tilden, but I could not combat the 
force of Phil Sheridan and his Marshals. I did 
what I could in behalf of common justice in 
Louisiana, and when the party with which I had 
voted repudiated the cause of justice I could no 
longer be of it. I was particularly explicit in 
the statements to the men who sent me into 
Louisiana to investigate the peculiar complica- 
tions in that State when Tilden was elected. But 
I was sent there in spite of the fact. I told them 
if I conducted the investigation I believed that 
Mr. Tilden would be elected. When I undertook 
the mission I reckoned without my host and the 
men who sent me reckoned with Sheridan and his 
Marshals. Thatis the kind of a Republican I 
was in those troublous times. 


In other words: Dear Mr. Hill, I did say 
sixteen years ago that Tilden was honestly 
elected. I did all in my power to secure him 
the Presidency. Itis true I did not leave the 
Republicans then, but that was because I 
hoped to get a Cabinet office, which I obtained 
in 1880 from the President whom I now try to 
smirch. That is my only excuse, and perhaps 
you will accept it as a sufficient one. Sol 
beg of you to open the door of Tammany Hall 
you have slamméa io my face. I will be 
obedient. I will do whatever you bid me, only 
let me into dear old Tammany Hall. I as- 
sure you that I did what I could in 1876 to knife 
Hayes and that act of treachery ought to win 
me absolution.”

TARIFF CONTORTIONS OF THE’ JUNIOR 
ORGAN. 
The lover of consistency may well mourn 
over tho flipflop course of the Chicago Herald 
within the last few months. It cannot be 
called a policy, for policy it has had none, no’ 
more than the clouds spoken of in the script- 
ure, which being without water are blown 
about by every wind of doctrine. When the 
Democratic convention of last June adopted 
its free trade platform the Herald fairly 
screamed with delight. For a while it teased 
its readers with free trade till they could not 
rest.

“The census returns, so far as published, 
show that the cost of labor and superintend- 
ence constitutes just about half the first sell- 
ing value of the goods manufactured in the 
United States. The cost of the raw material 
is returned as constituting most of the other 
half: But most of the value of that raw ma- 
terial has been given to it by labor. The lum- 
ber that 1s quoted as costing the Chicago man- 
ufacturer $12 per 1,000 feet is his raw mate- 
rial, but it is worth only 50 cents as standing 
timber. It had to be cut down, hauled to the 
mill, there sawed up, then transported to this 
market, all of which Was performed by labor 
in the present, working by the aid of apparatus 
that had been formed by labor in the past. 
And this labor raised its value from 30 cents 
to $12. So with the great mass of what is 
called “raw material” by manufacturers in 
city and country. They buy it as such, but it 
is finished product to others, who have so re- 
turned it in their census sheets. In one way 
or another labor takes in the shape of wages 
fully 80 per cent af the selling value of the 
goods as sold by the ultimate manufacturer.

AN ATTEMPTED CONFIDENCE GAME, 
Som of the less brazen-cheeked Democrats 
admit that the State bank money which circu- 
lated in the United States up to about thirty 
years ago was a delusion and a snare, a means 
of stupendous fraud, and much of it a delib- 
erate cheat. But they profess to believe that 
State bank issues would not be open to the 
same objectionif authorized today. Supposing 
they do think so. That ig no guarantee they 
are right. They might as well ask a merchant 
to discharge a man whose honesty nas been 
proved during thirty years of faithful service 
and take on in his place a convicted thief who 
promises to reform. The money now in cir- 
culation is good enough for all purposes. It 
has proved its value and that of the system 
under which it is issued thrcugh a long course 
of trial. Not a single bank note was dis. 
credited as a consequence of our great fire in 
1871, while insurance companies laid down by 
the score. Not a single bank note was worth 
a cent less because of the succeeding panic of 
1873, whereas in previous panics the paper 
currency rapidly lessened in value and was 
finally swept aside as worthleas, to be re- 
placed by a new batch no better than the old. 
What do people want with other money than 
that now in their hands? It cannot be beaten 
in any one of the elements that make it desir- 
able to receive in payment of wages and other 
indebtedness. State bank money could not 
be any better, even if perfect, while it would 
certainly be open to some if not all of the ob- 
jections that justly applied to it in the past. 
The Democrats have demanded the abolition 
of the tax on State bank circulation at the re- 
quest of Southerners, who avow the deliber- 
ate intention to issue State bank money if al- 
lowed to do so, and all old citizens will re- 
member that the Southern State bank issues 
were the very worst of all the bad money that 
used to circulate in the West.

PROTECTION OR FREE TRADE, 
“Protection or free trade is the issue pre- 


sented to the voters of the United States at 
the polls today.

The Democrats have de- 
clared openly and flatfootedly in their latest 
national platform in favor of opening the 
ports of this country to the manufacturers of 
Europe. If they should prevail not a single 
pound of goods could be preduced here in 
competition with those products unless the 
workers here were paid at about the same rate 
as are workers in the same lines in Europe, 
and a reduction in those lines must mean a 
similar cutting down in all other kinds of em- 
ployment. The cost of labor forms much the 
largest part of the total cost of all production.

PROTECTION BACK IN 1771, 


A Letter from Benjamin Franklin Showing 
That This Policy Was Just as Important 
in the Last Century as It Is at Present. 
One of the strong points made by the Hon, 
Edward Wallace in his recent speech at the 
wholesale dry goods men’s meeting at No. 324 
Broad way was the production of a letter writ- 
ten by Benjamin Franklin in 1771 in London 
to a friend in America.

RESCU ED CREWS OF TWO VESSELS. 


Brave Action of a Lighthousekeeper Who 
Risked His Own Life. 

Martin Kanutzen, keeper of the lighthouse 
on Pilot Island, at Death’s Door entrance to 
Green Bay, saved the crews of two vessels 
which stranded on Pilot Island during the re- 
cent gales. The first was the schooner J. E. 
Gilmore, and the second was the schooner A. 
P. Nichols. Capt. D. E. Clow, together with 
the crew of the Nichols, reached here yester- 
day. 

We were bound,“ said Capt. Clow, “ from 

ago to Escanaba, light, and were driven 
on Pilot Island. Wehad both anchors out, 
but they failed to hold us and the schooner 
went on the rocks. As soon as it struck the 
seas went over from stem to steru, and it 
seemed as if none of us could escape. 
boat was lying on a reef of rock with deep and 
shoal spots all around. Kanutzen came 
down from the lighthouse, and although it was 
8 o’clock at night and intensely dark he 
picked his way through the surf along a ledge 
of rocks, which came hearly to the surface, 
— ot quite / near to us. He made himself 
overboard. I did so, and went in far over my 
head. Icame up he reached out for me 
from the shelf of rock where 8 
pulled me up near him. Then other mem- 
bers of the crew jumped in one by one, 
Kanutzen seizing each one as they came to 
the surface and —s them safely to the 

y aged father and the 

female cook jumped overboard in the same 
way. He carried these two ashore, picking 
his way along the ledye, which was crooke 
and uncertain. The rest of us followed him, 
and all got ashore in safety. A single mis- 
step would have carried us into deep water. 
All this time the sea was running heavy, and 
it was with the utmost difficulty we could 
stay on our feet. 

When we reached the lighthouse we found 
that the crew uf the Gilmore had been there a 
week and were told that they had been saved 
in the same way that we had been. The two 
crews made big ‘inroads on the provisions of 
the lighthouse keeper, and had not the sea 
gone down so that we could get the provisions 
from our boats we might have all starved.”’ 

The crew of the Nichols were obliged to re- 
main a week on the island before they could 
be taken to the mainland and make their way 
to the nearest railroad station. The light- 
house keeper took Capt. Clow out in a httle 
sailboat, notwithstanding a gale was blowing, 
to the steamer Outhwaite, which landed him 
at Escanaba, where he was enabled to tele- 
gtaph home. Both the Nichols and Gilmore 
are total losses. 


May Have Collided with the Gilcher, 

Marine-men were speculating upon the identity 
of a white schooner which the steambarge George 
Dunbar sighted off Point Betsey Saturday after- 
noon. It was thought that the wreck might be 
that of the Ostrich, which has been floating 
around in the lake since the great gale of a week 
azo Friday, in which it was capsized and the en- 
tire crew wned. The northwestern gale of 
‘dotbtiess drove the wreck on the beach 

near Frankfort: Underwriters who had risks on 
the steamer W. H. Gilcher will have an examina- 
tion made of the Ostrich to see if it were possible 


that the steamer and schooner collided, resulting 


in the loss of the boat. 


Fear That Boats May Have Been Lost.

ing to the stormy weather which has prevailed 
almost continuously around the lakes for the last 
ten days comparatively few sail vessels are out in 
the storm. nierwriters were fearful of a long 
list of disasters from the craft which were so un- 
fortinate as to be caught on the east shore of 
Lake Michigan. 


CLEVER WORK OF A MISSOURI LUNATIC. 


He Escapes from the St. Joseph Work- 
house and Fires Three Buildings. 

Sr. Josurn, Mo., Nov, 7.—[Special.]—A 
maniac named W. H. McLain escaped from 
the workhouse yesterday and, entering a resi- 
dence nearby, stole a suit of clothes, which he 
exchanged for his own shabby garments. 
Going to a livery stable he hired a buggy and 
drove out to State Lunatic Asylum No. 2. 
Here he represented himself as an agent for 2 
paper mill and contracted with the Superin- 
tendent for all the old clothes of the inmates, 
On leaving the asylum he carried off the 
Superintendeat’s hat and an overcoat belong- 
ing to a minister who was holding service at 
the institution. His next visit was to the St. 
Joseph Bridge Works, which he set on fire. 
From there he went to the South Park Eleva- 
tor, which he also set on fire. He then went 
to the glucose works, and was just setting fire 
to that building when he was captured. All 
the fires were extinguished with small losses. 
Today McLain was placed in the asylum.

As Miss Sweet says, his attitude at the time 
the bill was proposed is a matter of record in 

- thepublic press of the time and in documents 

in possession of the Woman’s club. 

It will be remembered that the original bill 
relative to compulsory education and the 
teaching of English to all school children 
in the State was drawn up in Chicago under 
1 the auspices of the Woman's club, 9 elub 

was made up of a large number of practical 
educators and women of affairs. Accordingly 
N the subject of compulsory education was taken 
ee up by the club. A committee was appointed, 
with Miss Ada C. Sweet as Chairman, to pro- 
* : vide for the drawing up of a bill and a presen- 

tation of the same to the Legislature. 

Altgeld Their Advisor. 

At the outset the women who, of course, 
{ sought to make the bill correct as to its word- 
ing and the constitutionality of its provisions, 
sought the counsel of two men who had sig- 
nified a willingness to assist. These 
men were John P. Altgeld and Judge 
Murray F. Tuley. Altgeld was the 
mainstay and advisor of the committee. Every 
word that went into the bill was carefully con- 

, sidered by him, and when the bill was sent 

don to Springfield it went with his avowed 

approval. The chances are that he actually 
wrote much of it himself in connection with 

his fellow-Democrats, Judges Tuley and 
Prendergast. A committee of the Board of 
Education, Louis Nettelhorst and F. W. Par- 
ker of Englewood, both Democrats, was act- 
ive in considering and framing the bill. Miss 


Sweet thinks Altgeld wrote part of the bill, 
F but she cannot say for certain. At any rate, 


S A LE u is an undeniable fact that Algeld figurative- 


ly set the seal of his approval on the bill. 

When it is remembered that this bill was 
far more radical and stringent in its specifica- 
tions than the bill that actually passed it 
makes Altgeld’s part in the affair more sig- 
nificant. 

When the committee of the Woman's club 
went to Soringfield with the bill they found 
that Senator Berry of Carthage already had 
one in the field. Berry’s bill was not so far- 
reaching in its measures by a long way. 


Sweeping Provisions of Altgeld’s Bill. 


The bill sanctioned by Altgeld not only pro- 
vided that the English 8 should be 
taught, doth as to reading and writing, to 
every child of schvol-going age in the State, 
but also said that American history, geog- 
raphy written in English, and arithmetic in 
the same tongue must be taught. The bill 
also provided that all parochial schools should 
be under the supervision of the public school 
authorities. Berry bill said that 
English reading and writing should be taught, 
not mentioning geography, American history, 
and arithmeti 


ic.

Instructions to College Students Competing 
for the $100 Prize. 

The Nicaragua Canal convention held in St. 
Louis in June appointed a committee to offer 
a prize of $100 to students of both sexes in 
colleges in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Montana, 
Colorado; and Wyoming for the best essay on 
the advantages which the prompt construc- 
tion of the canal will bring to the United 
States and especially to the Northern Central 
States, which hus sent out the following terms 
of competition to college Presidents: 

The essay shall consist of nut to exceed 2,000 
words,

WHAT THE CROWDS LIKE. 


Verbal Froth and Sparkle Suit Their Taste 
Better than Solid Logic. 

St. Louis Republic: In the last quarter of 
a century only three men have said anything 
in a national political convention which the 
generai public remembered. These were Ros- 
coe Conkling when be nominated Grant, Rob- 
ert Ingersoll when he nominated Blaine, and 
Gen. Bragg when he seconded che nomination 
of Cleveland eignt years ago. Even Depew, 
graceful table-talker that he is, wearied the 
Minneapolis convention byaspeech which had 
nothing remarkable about it except its in- 
ordinate length. He was a sad disappoint- 
ment. Much was promised for Mr. De Witt 
of Brooklyn when he came to nominate Gov, 
Hill at Chicago, but the reports of his speech 
indicate that it was turgid, dry as summer 
dust,“ and altogether dreary. He endeavored 
to rise to an occasion,” but the occasion 
eluded him and his -ffort did him no credit. 

The trouble with the average orator is that 
he fails to catch the spirit of those whom he 
addresses. It seldom occursto him that an im- 
patient crowd can only be reasoned with in 
the lightest lines of speech; that crisp, bright, 
sententious declarations are accep with 
shouts where argument would fall upon un- 
willmg ears; and that oratorical greatness 
can only be achieved by striking out from the 
beaten paths. But it frequently ane ns that 
in the effort to depart from the old lines of 
thought the orator only betrays his weakness 
and meets with failure where he had expected 
success. The truth 1s men will not listen to the 
reading of a President’s message ; neither will 
they hear or heed the announcement of compar. 
ative statistics. These things they can read 
with profit and pleasure in their own homes, 
at their own times and in their own way. 
When they get together in a public assem- 
blage the resultant contact develops the ani- 
mal in them. They are exhilarated, nervous, 
full of magnetism, restless, and in anticipa- 
tion of something that will give them an op- 
portunity to “‘ uncork themselves. The man 
who can supply this want is the successful con- 
vention orator. He may accomplish it in 
various ways and by interesting methods, but 
he must adhere to the one principle of direct- 
ness and clearness. He must be brief and 
bright, strong in lung power, and distinct in 
enunziation. These qualities bring relief to 
the overstrained nerves and sensibilities of a 
vast audience, and the reflected magnetism 
thereafter carries forward together the orator 
and the listener.

He Reiterates His Statements That June 2 
the Democratic Official Had Over 
$4,000,000 Belonging to the City in 
His Possession—He Also Offers to Point 
Out to Democratic Business-Men the 
Figures from Which He Made His De- 
ductions—Action on Milk Ordinance. 


For some reason’or the other the minority 
of the special committee of the County Board 
appointed to investigate the County Treasur- 
er’s office made no report, although last week 
a request for such a document was made, 
But Mr, Kern did not escape the attention of 
the board.

AMEND THE NEW MILK ORDINANCE, 


Changes Made in Several of the Sections— 
But One Cpw in a Stable, 

At the hands of the Subjudiciary committee 
of the Council yesterday the milk ordinance 
was pruned of nearly one-half its verbiage. 
No serious changes were made in the substance 
of the measure. In its present amended shape 
the ordinance will be reported to the full 
Judiciary committee next Monday afternoon, 
and from that body will go without change to 
the Council meeting for disposition. 

One of the most important changes inade 
yesterday was making the milk department 
subject to the Deputy Commissioner of Health 
and not under control of the Commissioner of 
Heaith. The Deputy Commissioner's salary 
was fixed at $3,000. He was authorized to em- 
ploy nine inspectors who should cover the 
city and each of whom should be given a 
salary of $1,000 a year. The amended ordi- 
nance provides that gach inspector shall wear 
a star and a uniform of the same general 
color and style as that used by police officers. 
The inspectors are given full police powers 
and the Chief of Polite is authorized on the 
written request of the Deputy Commissioner 
to det all to the aid af the now department 
necessary officers from the regular force. 

The numerous qualifications required to be 
described by the original ordinance in each 
application for license are greatly reduced in 
the amended ordinance. All that is now 
required are the names, residence, and busi- 
ness location of applicants with the number 
of cows and the description af each wagun 
used. No change is made in the 
— . established in the first draft of the 
ordinance, though itis nuw declared to be 
unlawful to keep more than one cow on any 
premises in the city limits. The section mas- 
ing it unlawful to have brewery or other slops 
on the premises was left unaltered and a fine 
of not less than $25 is impused on each day of 
failure to remove the refuse. 


Will Recommend a 600,000 Feet Channel. 

The question of the capacity of the main drain- 
age channel between Summit and Willow Springs, 
upon which the board has been unable to reach 
a decision for some months, was virtually de- 
cided yesterday at a meeting of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Engineering and Finance. In its report 
to tha board Wednesday the committee will rec 
ommend the adoption of a channel having a 
capacity of 600,000 cubic feet a minute. It is said 
that the five votes necessary to carry the recom: 
mendation in the board will be cast by Trustees 
Cooley, Wenter, Altpeter, Russell, and Gilmore.
